“Hands Off” Policy of U.S. 
Starts Armour East. 


BY O. A. MATHER. 
Speedy consummation of the merger 
of Armour & Co. and, Mor Co., two 
of the “ Big Five” in the Chicago meat 
packing group, was foreseen in the 
financial district yesterday with the 
departure of J. Ogden Armour for New 


York and Washington. 

It was the understanding of La 
Salle street that President Harding and 
his cabinet have found a way to avoid 
any criticism that might follow such a 
“big business” consolidation. When 
Mr. Armour laid his proposal before 
the administration and asked approval | 
it was said that Attorney General 
Daugherty found no objection and that 
Secretary Wallace was not adverse to 
the merger, but desired to study it] 
before giving an opinion. 

Plans Outright Purchase. 

While Secretary Wallace has béen 
deliberating Mr. Armour has arranged 
a tentative plan for financing the mer- 
ger with ‘his Chicago and New York 
bankers.

ROYAL TURKS IN 
‘BATTLE FOR OIL 


Untermyers Seeking 
Fields at Lausanne. 


New York, Dec. 1.—{Special:]—Alvin 
Untermyer, son of Samuel Uaterzayer, 
sails tomorrow for Europe to press be 
fore. the Lausanne conference the 
claims of twerty-two Turkish princes 
and princesses for Mesopotamian or 
Iraq oil fields, alleged to be worth. more 
than a billion doliars. 

Mr. Untermyer will represent his 
father and other American and British 
citizens who are financing eighteen of 
the twenty-two heirs of the late Sultan 
Abdul Hamid. 

Claim to Fields. — 

Their claim is that most of the oil 
fields now the object of world diplo- 
macy are owned by them in fee simple 
by inheritance from Sultan . Abdul 
Hamid, who died in 1915. They say the 
sultan bought the property from his 
personal estate, paid taxes on it to the 
Turkish government, and was the per- 
sonal owner with a title as good as any 
person could have for real property. 

Hamid was deposed and driven: out: 
of power by the Young Turks, but ‘this, 
jt is alleged, did not- impair his. title

THE CAUSE OF MAGNETISM 
AND GRAVITATION, 


Chicago, Nov. 27.—I was somewhat 
amused when reading in today’s Tris- 
UNE Prof. T. J. J. See's explanation of 
the cause of magnetism and gravitation, 
as 1 was not aware that the cause of 


either had remained unsolved up to this ° 


time, as I have been fully cognizant of 
the solution, for a considerable time and 
imagined that it was already known. 

Gravitation to a limited degree is due 
to the tendency of small objects, that are 
able to move freely, to attach themselves 
to larger bodies for preservation, but as 
an important force in the earth it is 
necessary that several important forces 
combine to give to gravitation the re- 
quired power and steadiness. 

Up to the present time the rays ema- 
nating from the sun appear to be the 
These 
rays striking the earth obliquely along 
its entire eastern or suffise surface 
cause it to rotate, and by its rotation it 
produces the atmosphere. The atmos- 
phere envelops the earth in an elastic 
covering from forty to seventy miles in 
thickness. This atmospheric mass is 
never stationary, but is divided both
